After his experience In Epbetus Pan! 
went to. Corinth, where, amidst mud 
sickness and affliction, he cared .for 
the churches, corrected their wrong 
conduct and probably wrote several at 
hla letters and epistles (II Cor. 4:7-11: 
11:28; 12:20). From Corinth he Jour- 
neyed by way of Phillip! to Trots 
where he preached hla famous long 
sermon (v. 5-12), that sermon which 
had such a tragic result It Is recorded 
aa a witness to the' power of the "pray- 
er of faith and Paul's readiness to 
serve fn time of need. - In his haste to 
reach Jerusalem before the Day of 
Pentecost (A D. 08) Paul did not re- 
turn to Epheane, but. In order to save 
time, he had the elders of that Church 
: him at Miletus (gee B food 
map). 

1.. A Qrest. JUyjaM, ixt-XX-SBl.EujL'M. 
statesmanship and genius for organ! 
nation, is nowhere more clearly act 
'forth than here. He had plans for a 
grant evangelistic campaign of Latin 
.lands, (Ch. 19:21). Before pursuing 
his plan he decided to visit Jf 
carrying with him the collections 
which ha.d been systematically taken 
up In the various churches on. this 
tour (Horn. 15:26; I Cor. 18:1-5 |T Acts 
24:17) and he was accompanied by a 
considerable number of pilgrims. (See
